Paris, March 5.—The ‘*Irreconcilabie’’ 
journals publish what purports to be aman- 
ifesto of the Russian Revolutionary Execu- 
tive Conimittee, justifying the plot against 
the life of the Czar, which resulted in the ex- 
plesion in the Winter Palace. The manifesto 
expresses regret at the death of the unfor- 
tunate soldiers in the palace, but declares 
that such catastrophes are inevitable so long 
as the army isthe bulwark of imperial aris- 
tocracy. — It says. the revolution © 
is forced on Russia ‘by = the. 
Government’s repression of intellectual devel- 
opment, and that the struggle must continue 
until the Czar abdicates or grants a Constitu- 
tion, and it declares, ‘‘We will triumph at all 
costs.’’ The Russian Embassador Bas ag- 
sured the French Government that its de- 
cision in the matter of the surrender of*Hart- 
man, whatever it may be, will not affect the 
relations between France and Russia.

The Chinese éolony, which has for years 
made its headquarters in. Mott street, is.just 
now in gw state of excitement over the recent 
news from-San Francisco. Thereis hardiy a 
single New York Chinaman who has nota 

- friend or relatives in California,and the action 
of the ’Il’risco roughs, backed up by the Mayor 
and Board of Health, is looked upon as a 
serious bar to the progress of the Chinese in 
the West. The announcement that several 
hundred of the latter are on their way to New 
York has caused general satisfaction among

A BOLD ROBBERY. 


A Story Revived by the South Amertcan 


[From the San @raucisco Clirenicle. | 


Among those belonging to the Chilian navy — 
who were slainthe recent sanguinary naval 
combat with the Peruvians, was a man named 


reckless daring of his character, and of whom 
a most remarkable incident is told. In No- 
|: vember, 1868, the schooner Laura May. enter- 
ed San Francisco from Santa Cruz. Asthe. 
_ gmall-pox was then raging inthe fatter port. 
the vessel was detained at quarantine, off 
Block Point. When released, she raised her 
anchor, and the captain was suprised to find 
hanging to one ofthe flukes a stronz. canvas 
bag containing $800 in Mexican silver dollars. 
No one appeared tomake any claim to the 
money or €xplain bow it came there. This 
singular occurrence was only a small part of 
the remarkable incident in the career 
of Davis. The story, briefly told, is 
that Davis and another seaman named Johu 
1 Smith concocted ascheme to rob one of the. 
steamers plying between San Francisco and. 
the Mexican coast, which frequently brought 
up large shipments of treasure from theSono- 
ra 2nd Sinaloa mines. In pursuance of this 
scheme, Smith worked himself into the posi- 
tion of guartermaster of the C. O.and M. 
steamship Sierra Neyada in.1876,and Davis 
went to Mazatianto obtaininformation re- 
garding the sbipment of treasure for San 
Francisco, The duty levied on exports of 
specie by the Mexican Government was then 
so excessive that it Was a common practice, 
‘which the lax mora!s of the customs officers 
made essy, and which was so profitable that. 
not even the liability of confiscation of all re- 
n aining property of the shippers by the Gov- 
ernment could deter’ them. October, 
1: 68,the opportunity of the conspirators came. 
The manifest of the Sierra Nevada on that 
trip showed only $15,750 in coin, but it bas 
since been learned that the firm of Emiriano 
& Trinidad Davaloz, of Guaymas, at -the time 
snipped on the steamereight boxes, contain- 
ing $211,000 in Mexican gold coin. After a 
stormy passage the steamer arrived at La Paz 
on the night of October 18... During the night 
Smith and Davis, who bad shipped as deek 
hands, got out these boxes by means of keys 
which gave them access to the treasure room. 
‘They tied up the boxes on an inch thick tarred 
Hine, leaving about threefathoms of the line 
between each box, and, paying it out as the 
vessel moved along, sunk the wholein the har- 
borofLaPaz. The bag of silver doliars taney 
‘hid ina coal bunker, und tried to geta man 
named Huntson, who was in their confidence, 
tosmuggle it ashore in a bag of potatoes, at 
Mazatlan, on the return trip, but he refused. 
They: were unable to get ashore, as they con- 
templated fishing up their treasure.at La Paz, 
and were compelled to come to this city,where 
they threw the bag overboard while the steam-. - 
er lay in quarantine. Detective Noyes, of San 
Francisco, happening to be at Mazatlan about 
this time on’ business, Huntsan told of the 
**plant,’’? and Noyes went fishing for it, but 
was unable to find it. Information was sent 
buck to San Francisco for the arrest of Smith 
and Davis, and arrangements made for their 
cepture if they appeared at Mazatlan; but 
they managed to elude the ollicers, got back 
in company with a younger brother of Davis, 
fished up their booty, divided and separated, 
the brothers going to Chili, where the young- 
er still survives, and Smith to Philadelphia, 
where he spent his money lavishly, and en- 
tertained his friends with wonderful accounts 
of his lucky strikes in the California gold 
mines. He is stillliving there. The owners 
of the money were deterred, by fears of the 
penalty for smuggling, from taking steps for 
the arrest of the men and the claiming and re- 
- covery of.the money, and the successful con- 
spirators relied contidently on this circum- 
stance for immunity from: arrest, taking no 
care to conceal their whereabouts or identity.

wintry tour. Imagine, for instance, the lake of 


Gmunden one sheet of dark green ice, resplen- ' 


dent in the sun and surrounded by the misty 
mountains, among which rises the Traern- 
stein, that phenomenon of nature showing 
with wonderful exactness a clear profile of 
King Louis Philippe. Handsome villas on 
both sides of the lake show what a favorite spot 
it is in summer, and near the end, where a 
steep rock rises out of the lake pearing upon 
its summit a picturesque country church, our
